Status 

1. Claims 1-12 are currently pending in this application. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file.

3. No information disclosure statement (IDS) was submitted with the response filed 
on 12/01/2009. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings submitted on 4/28/2006 are in compliance with 37 CFR § 1 .81 and 
37 CFR § 1 .83 and have been accepted by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 1 , 9 and 1 0: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: interpreting at least a portion of the measurement data from the scan using the 
orientation of the plane of the sample holder in order to correct the measurement data 
for any established misalignment or non-col inearity of the sample holder with respect to 
the rotatable or longitudinal axis. It is this/these features found in the claim(s), as they 
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are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 9 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: interpreting the measurement data of the sample from the sample scan using 
any misalignment or non-colinearity data obtained from the datum scan in order to 
correct the measurement data of the sample for any established misalignment or non- 
colinearity of the sample holder; It is this/these features found in the claim(s), as they 
are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 0 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: interpreting data from the sample scan using any established misalignment or 
non-colinearity data from the datum scan in order to correct the measurement data of 
the sample for any established misalignment or non-colinearity of the sample holder. It 
is this/these features found in the claim(s), as they are claimed in the combination that 
has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes 
this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 2-8 &1 1 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1 . 

Claim 12 is allowed due to it's dependency on claim 9.
